HOLDERS UNITED METHODIST CHURCH IN ONE OF THE OLDEST METHODIST CHURCHES IN 
JASPER, GOING BACK TO 1842, HOWEVER, BEFORE WE GIVE OUR ATTENTION TO HOLDERS CHURCH, 
A WORD NEEDS TO BE SAID ABOUT JASPER COUNTY I'lETHODISM, SINCE HOLDERS IS IN JASPER 
County. 

METHODISM IN JASPER COUNTY GOES BACK FOR OVER A HUNDRED YEARS TO THE VERY 
ORGANIZATION OF THE COUNTY IN Dec, 1833 AND TO THE SETTLING OF THE COUNTY BY THE 
WHITE RACE. CONSEQUENTLY ITS HISTROY IS LONG AND VARIED AND ITS FRUITS ARE PROLIFIC. 

JASPER COUNTY IS THE SOUTHEASTERN OF EIGHTEEN RATHER LARGE COUNTIES THAT WERE 
FORMED OUT OF THE TERRITORY THAT WAS ACQUIRED FROM THE CHOCTAW INDIANS BY THE TREATY 
OF DANCING RABBIT CREEK IN 1830, THE ACQUISITION BEING KNOWN AS THE THIRD (OR FINAL) 
CHOCTAW PURCHASE. 

CusHMAN’S HISTORY OF THE INDIANS STATES THAT SIX CLANS OF CHOCTAWS, TOTALLING 
2164 INDIANS, OCCUPIED JASPER CouNTY. THE FIRST KNOWN WORK OF CHRISTIANITY IN 
JASPER COUNTY (COUNTY NOT YET ORGANIZED) IS KNOWN TODAY AS THE “SIX TOWNS I'IISSION” 
UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF SOME NORTHERN MEN, MESSERS, WILLIAMS, SMITH, AND BARDWELL, 
PROBABLY NEW ENGLANDERS. POSSIBLY THIS MISSION WAS OF PRESBYTERIAN ORIGIN ALTHOUGH 
ITS UPKEEP SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN MORE OR LESS INDEPENDENT. IT WAS ESTABLISHED IN 1822 
NEAR THE CENTER OF WHAT IS NOW JASPER COUNTY IN A VERY FERTILE COMMUNITY WHICH STILL 
BEARS THE NAME MISSIONARY. THESE MISSIONARIES FURNISHED THE NATIVES WITH SCHOOL AND 
CHURCH PRIVILEGES AND THEY WERE QUITE POPULAR WITH. THE INDIANS BECAUSE OF THEIR KNOWLEDGE 
AND ABILITY IN HOUSE-BUILDING, FARMING, GARDENING, ROAD-MAKING, ETC. HOWEVER, THEIR 
INFLUENCE SEEMS NOT TO HAVE REMAINED LONG AFTER THE WITHDRAWAL OF THE MISSIONARIES 
AND UPON THE ORGANIZATION OF THE COUNTY. 

THE FIRST COMING OF WHITE SETTLERS TO JASPER COUNTY, EVEN BEFORE ITS ORGANIZATION, 
BROUGHT MINISTERS OF THE GOSPEL TO PLANT THE BANNER OF METHODISM IN THE COUNTY. 

THE TERRITORY WHICH BECAME JASPER COUNTY IN 1635 WAS INCLUDED ORIGINALLY IN THE 
LEAF RIVER CIRCUIT WHICH WAS ORGANIZED BY THE IISsISSIPPI ANNUAL CONFEKENCE IN 1622, 
SMITH, JONES, FOREST, AND PERRY COUNTIES WERE ALSO IN THIS LARGE CIRCUIT. FOR TEN 
YEARS THIS TERRITORY WAS SERVED BY THE ITINERANT MINISTERS OF THE CONFERENCE UNDER 
APPOINTMENT AS FOLLOWS: ZECHARIAH WILLIAMS, 1823; EDWARD HARPER, 1424; MILES HARPER, 
4625; ELIJAH B. M’Kay, 1626; JoHN G. Lee,1&27; SamuEL WALKER, 
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1828; Issac V. ENocHs, 1829; LEFT “ To BE SUPPLIED ” IN 1830; James APPLEWHITE, 
1831; aND SAMUEL GRAVES AND ENOCH N. TALLEY TOGETHER, 1832, 

BECAUSE OF THE VAST EXTENT OF THIS CIRCUIT AND BECAUSE OF THE PREVALENCE 
OF THE INDIANS IN JASPER TERRITORY, IT IS DOUBTFUL IF ANY OF THESE EARLY PREACHERS 
ORGANIZED CONGREGATIONS IN WHAT IS NOW JASPER CouNnTy. JOHN G, JONES IN HIS 
“METHODISM IN Mississippi” SAYS “THIS NEW TERITORY HAD BEEN TRANSIENTLY PASSED 
OVER A FEW TIMES BY THE ITINERANTS ON THEIR LONG ROUNDS, BUT HITHERTO SERVED BY 
FAITHFUL LOCAL PREACHERS WHO HAD EMIGRATED TO THAT REGION WITH EARLY SETTLERS”. 

WHEN THE ALABAMA CONFERENCE WAS ORGANIZED OUT OF THE MissiSSIPPI CONFERENCE 
IN 1832, THE LEAF RIVER CIRCUIT, INCLUDING JASPER COUNTY, WAS GIVEN TO THE ALABAMA 
CONFERENCE, AND IT WAS SERVED FROM THE ALABAMA CONFERENCE AS FOLLOWS: NEwIT DREW, 
1833; D.B. BaRLOW AND R. Crowson, 1834; Ransom J. Jones, Sr., AND J.W. HoLSsToN, 
1835; AND A.C. Ramsey AND S. PiLLey, 1836. 

THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1836 pLaceD LEAF RIVER CIRCUIT (WHICH INCLUDED 
JASPER COUNTY) BACK IN THE MISSISSIPPI CONFERENCE, FROM WHICH CONFERENCE H, 5, 
LANE SERVED THIS CIRCUIT IN THE YEAR 1837 IN THE MONTICELLO DISTRICT WITH BENJAMIN 
A. HAUGHTON THE PRESIDING ELDER. 

LeaF RIVER CIRCUIT CONTINUED TO BE IN THE LIST OF THE APPOINTMENTS OF THE 
MISSISSIPPI CONFERENCE ALMOST UNTIL THE TIME OF THE CIVIL WAR (AND AGAIN IN 1878 
AND. 18/9), BUT AFTER 1837 THIS CIRCUIT OF ITS OWN UNDER THE NAME OF PAULDING, 1TS 
NEWLY-ORGANIZED COUNTY-SEAT. 

Ransom J. JONES, SR, (THE FATHER OF W.B, JONES AND THE GRANDFATHER OF GEO, 

H, JONES, BOTH OF THE Mississipp1 CoNFERENCE), SERVED LEAF RIVER CIRCUIT FROM THE 
ALABAMA CONFERENCE IN THE YEAR 1834 AND “LOCATED” AT THE END OF THE YEAR THAT HE 
MIGHT PROVIDE A HOME FOR HIS FAMILY, THERE BEING NO PARSONAGES AT THAT EARLY DATE. 
HE CHOSE TO SETTLE ON A PLANTATION AT OAK BOWERY, SOMEWHAT BETWEEN THE PRESENT 
TOWNS OF PAULDING, HEIDELBERG, AND Bay SPRINGS, IN THE MIDST OF HIS CIRCUIT IN 

THE NEWLY-ORGANIZED COUNTY OF JASPER. LATER HE BECAME A MEMBER OF THE MISSISSIPPI 
CONFERENCE AND SERVED THIS TERRITORY PRESIDING FOR SEVEN YEARS. JOHN C. Jones, 
IN "METHODISM IN MISSISSIPPI”, IN DISCUSSING THE WORK OF THE YEARS 1836 AnD 183/, 
saYs “AT THIS TIME RANSOM J, JONES, SR., WAS IN A LOCAL RELATION IN JASPER COUNTY, 
AND NO MAN CONTRIBUTED MORE TO THE PRESERVATION AND EXTENSION OF THE CHURCH IN THAT 
REGION THAN HE. HOW CHANGED IS ALL THAT COUNTRY NOW . FULL OF CIRCUITS OF SMALL 
DIMENSIONS, AND FULL OF PREACHERS, WITH A LARGE MEMBERSHIP.”

EARLY JASPER METHODISM DID NOT NEGLECT THE INDIANS AND THE NEGROES IN ITS 
TERRITORY; AT THE Mississippi CoNFERENCE IN 1840 James NACONCHIA, A NATIVE CHOCTAW, 
HAVING BEEN RECOMMENDED FROM THE PAULDING CIRCUIT, WAS ADMITTED ON TRIAL INTO THE 
CONFERENCE. AS HE HAD BEEN A LOCAL PREACHER FOR FOUR YEARS, HE WAS ELECTED TO DEACON’S 
ORDERS AND WAS APPOINTED IN CHARGE OF HIS OWN PEOPLE NEAR PAULDING WHERE A REMNANT 
OF HIS TRIBE STILL REMAINED ON THEIR RESERVATIONS. HOWEVER, AT THE NEXT CONFERENCE 
HE WAS DISCONTINUED AT HIS OWN REQUEST. 

THE JASPER COLORED MISSION WAS ORGANIZED IN 1854; THE TALLAHALA Mission IN 1856, 
AND SERVED BY FRANKLIN VW. SHARBROUGH; THE GARLANDSVILLE CoLoreD MIssIoN IN 1858, AND 
SERVED FIRST BY Ransom J. Jones, JR. AFTER THE CIVIL WAR THE PauLDIne DisTRICT 
COLORED CONFERENCE WAS ORGANIZED IN 1868 AND WAS IN CHARGE OF Ransom J, JONES, SR., 
WHO WAS APPOINTED TO BE ITS PRESIDING ELDER FOR THE YEARS 1869 anp 18/0, IT Is 
TO THE GREAT CREDIT OF JASPER METHODISM THAT IT WAS KIND TO ITS SLAVES AND EX-SLAVES, 
LOOKED AFTER THEIR SPIRITUAL WELFARE, RECEIVED THEM AS PROBATIONERS AND MEMBERS 
OF THE CHURCH, RESERVED SPECIAL PLACES EOR THEM TO SIT AT THE CHURCH SERVICES, AND 
AIDED FINALLY IN THE ORGANIZATION OF A CONFERENCE AND THEN A CHURCH OF THEIR OWN, 
WHICH TODAY 1S THE COLORED METHODIST CHURCH, 

THE WORK OF THE EARLY SOLDIERS OF CHRIST AND OF METHODISM WHO SERVED IN THE 
PRIMITIVE AGE OF JASPER COUNTY WAS NOTHING SHORT OF HEROIC, THEIR PRIVATIONS AND 
HARDSHIPS WERE MANY, THEIR REMUNERATION WAS A MERE PITTANCE, AND THEIR EXPERIENCES 
WERE FULL OF ADVENTURE, BUT THEIR COURAGE WAS INDOMINATABLE AND THEIR CONSECRATION 
WAS SUCH THAT IT AFFORDED THEM THE PEACE AND THE JOY THAT WAS THEIR SUPPORT AS THEY 
VALIANTLY LABORED IN THE-VINEYARD OF THE MASTER. 

A SUFFICIENT ILLUSTRATION OF THIS IS AFFORDED BY THE LIFE, LABORS, AND DEATH 
oF James A. SHOCKLEY, WHO PROBABLY WAS THE FIRST METHODIST MINISTER TO LAY DOWN 
HIS LIFE ON JASPER SOIL, HE WAS BORN OF RELIGIOUS PARENTS IN 1809, WHEN QUITE 
YOUNG EXPERIENCED A CHANGE OF HEART, BECAME A METHODIST, EMIGRATED TO MISSISSIPPI, 
MARRIED AND BECAME HEAD OF A FAMILY, REFUSED TO DISOBEY THE CALL OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 
TO PREACH, WAS LICENSED IN 1840 AND WAS EMPLOYED IN 184] By THE PRESIDING ELDER OF 
THE PaULDING DISTRICT TO BE THE JUNIOR PREACHER ON THE PAULDING CIRCUIT. HE WAS 
DESCRIBED BY JOHN G. JONES AS BEING FAITHFUL, TALENTED, AND USEFUL, AS HAVING A 
FINE CONSTITUTION, A WELL-BALANCED AND IMPROVING MIND, AND A DEEPLYPIOUS HEART. 

At THE CLOSE OF 1841, HE JOINED THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE, WAS CONTINUED ON THE PAULDING 
Circuit IN 1842 as PREACHER IN CHARGE; SERVED THE DocaTur CIRCUIT IN 1845, AND WAS 
SERVING THE WHITESAND CiRcuIT IN 1844, WHEN IN LATE AUGUST HE ATTENDED A CAMP MEETING 
ON THE PAULDING CIRCUIT AMONG THE PEOPLE OF HIS FIRST LABORS. DURING THE CAMP MEETING 
HE WAS TAKEN ILL, AND, AFTER EIGHTEEN DAYS OF PATIENT AND RESIGNED SUFFERING, HE DIED 
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SEPTEMBER 12, 1644, IN THE THIRTY-FIFTH YEAR OF HIS AGE, LEAVING A WIFE AND THREE 
CHILDREN, 


WHEN CONVINCED THAT HIS END WAS NEAR, HE SAID ” I HAVE LIVED FOR THIS HOUR, 

Gop IS HERE. I’M IN GLORY NOW. THIS IS HEAVEN. TELL MY FATHER AND BROTHER MAMELL, 
MY PRESIDING ELDER, THAT I DIE AT MY POST, AT THE FEET OF JESUS, IN SIGHT OF GLORY.” 
AND AS HE ENTERED THE VALE OF DEATH, HE SAID: “iY WORK IS DONE. AMEN, GLORY TO 
Gop.” CHRISTIAN FRIENDS AROUND HIS BED PARTOOK OF HIS JOY AND TRIUMPH, SEVERAL 

OF WHOM PRAISED GOD ALOUD FOR HIS FINAL VICTORY; AND TODAY THE CONSECRATED METHODISTS 
OF JASPER COUNTY PRAISE GOD FOR THE LIFE AND LABORS OF ALL SUCH MEN OF GOD WHO 

SO HEROICALLY LAID THE FOUNDATION OF OUR GREAT CHURCH IN JASPER COUNTY. 

JASPER COUNTY HAS FURNISHED MISSISSIPPI METHODISM WITH SOME OF ITS STRONGEST 
PREACHERS. “BY THEIR FRUITS YE SHALL KNOW THEM.” JUDGED BY THIS, THE MOST EXALTED 
OF ALL STANDARDS OF JUDGMENT, JASPER COUNTY RANKS HIGH AMONG ALL THE COUNTIES IN 
THE DEPTH OF SPIRITUAL LIFE AND IN THE NUMBER AND QUALITY OF THE SONS IT HAS SENT 
FORTH AS METHODIST MINISTERS. 

AMONG THE MANY PREACHERS WHO HAVE GONE OUT FROM JASPER COUNTY ARE THESE:

DURING THE YEARS JASPER COUNTY HAS BEEN BLESSED WITH A NUMBER OF FAITHFUL

WHO ESTABLISHED THE PEOPLE IN THE FUNDAMENTALS OF RELIGION AND METHODISM. AMONG 
THE MOST NOTED AND FAITHEUL OF THESE MAY BE NAMED Dk. REUBEN BURTON (FATHER OF MAL, 
BURTON AND GRANDFATHER OF J. L. WEILL), JupGe HENRY MoUNGER, AND JUDGE JOHN WATTS. 

THE OLDER METHODISTS OF JASPER COUNTY LIKE TO NARRATE THE FACT AND CIRCUMSTANCES 
CONNECTED WITH THE LICENSING TO PREACH OF THE BOY, HORACE MELLARD DUBOSE, NOW bISHOP 
DUBOSE, AT THE OLD HOPEWELL CHURCH, FOUR MILES WEST OF ROSE HILL. 5 
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THE CONGREGATIONAL METHODIST CHURCH USED. TO..BE QUITE STRONG IN JASPER COUNTY 
AND AMONG THEIR EARLY PREACHERS WERE Henry |, Jones, B, M, HupDLEsToN, S. WiLey JONES, 
SAMMIE JONES, TURNER JONES, JUDGE RYAN AND PEYTON RYAN. 

WITH THE PASSING OF THE YEARS, THE COMING OF THE RAILROADS, THE BUILDING OF 
THE HIGHWAYS, AND THE FORMATION OF THE TOWNS, ALL OF WHICH CAUSED SOME SHIFTS IN THE 
POPULATION AND RESIDENCES OF THE PEOPLE, IT WAS INEVITABLE THAT SOME CHURCHES, QUITE 
NOTED AND USEFUL IN THEIR DAY, SHOULD BE ABANDONED ALTOGETHER. AMONG SUCH CHURCHES 
MAY BE NAMED PLEASANT HILL, Oak Bowery, Mutual UNION, RAWLS CHAPEL, iIISSTONARY, FROUKA, 
AND MOUNT ZION WHICH MOVED ABOUT THREE MILES AND BECAME THE BAY SPRINGS CHURCH, 
LIKEWISE DID HICKORY GROVE BECOME Rose HILL AND DID PRICE’S CHAPEL BECOME MONTROSE.

A WORTHY CONTRIBUTION TO MissISSIPPI METHODISM WAS MADE BY THE [ISSISSIPPI 
CONFERENCE TRAINING SCHOOL WHICH WAS LOCATED AT MONTROSE. THIS INSTITUTION WAS 
ORIGINALLY STARTED AS A HIGH ScHOOL IN 1u84 py W. B, Massey. IN 1887 17 was 
INCORPORATED AND WAS TAKEN OVER BY THE BRANDON DISTRICT AS A TRAINING SCHOOL FOR YOUNG 
MINISTERS. ONE OF ITS EARLIEST SUPERINTENDENTS WAS L. J), ICLAURIN, EVEN NOW A 
RESIDENT AND THE MAYOR OF MONTROSE. IN 1898 WHEN THE BRANDON DISTRICT WAS DISSOLVED 
AND THE ForEST DISTRICT ORGANIZED, THIS INSTITUTION BECAME KNOWN AS THE FOREST — 
District HicH SCHOOL AND LATER AS THE MonTROSE HIGH SCHOOL, BUT STILL AFFILIATED 
WITH THE Forest DistRICT. IT CLAIMED TO HAVE THE HIGHEST CURRICULUM OF ANY HIGH 
SCHOOL IN THE STATE, A CURRICULUM ESPECIALLY ARRANGED WITH REFERENCE TO PREPARATION 
FOR IMILLsaps COLLEGE. 

THE MAN WHO DID MORE FOR THE BUILDING UP OF THIS SCHOOL THAN ANY OTHER MAN WAS 
Rev. W. W. Moore IN 1904 THROUGH 1907. UNDER HIS EFFICIENT ADMINISTRATION A NEW BUILDING 
WAS BUILT, EQUIPMENT WAS ENLARGED, FACILITIES WERE INCREASED, A LARGER NUMBER OF 
BOARDING STUDENTS ATTAINED, A NEW CHAPTER SECURED, AND THE NAME CHANGED TO THE 
MissIssIPPI CONFERENCE TRAINING SCHOOL, THE NAME WHICH IT HELD UNTIL IT WAS CLOSED 
BY THE CONFERENCE IN 1Y2/, CLOSED LARGELY BECAUSE OF THE GREAT IMPROVEMENT MADE IN 
HIGH SCHOOLS AND JUNIOR-COLLEGES THROUGHOUT THE STATE. 
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W. W. MOORE WAS PRECEDED BY T, C, BRADFORD AND WAS SUCCEEDED BY W. A. BETTS, 
AFTER WHOSE ADMINISTRATION HE WAS AGAIN CALLED TO BE PRESIDENT IN 19iU anp-LYLI, 
AFTER HIS SECOND ADMINISTRATION HE WAS SUCCEEDED BY GEo. H. GaLLoway, C, M, CHAPMAN, 
T. J. O’WeIL, J. S. Purceut, Rovre Hunt, D. D., E. L. ALForb, Geo. T. NEILL, AND 
J. F. McCLevvan, 

BESIDES A LARGE NUMBER OF USEFUL LAYMEN THAT THIS SCHOOL EQUIPPED FOR SERVICE,

Hotpers UNITED METHODIST CHRUCH, LOCATED ABOUT THREE MILES EAST OF LAKE Lomo 
ON THE bAY SPRINGS-HEIDELBERG ROAD IS A VERY OLD CHURCH. JUST WHEN IT WAS ORGANIZED 
CANNOT BE ASCERTAINED, THE PROPERTY WHICH CONSISTED OF THE LAND AND A LOG CHURCH HOUSE, 
AND INCLUDED PERHAPS THE GROUND WHERE THE ADJACENT CEMETERY IS LOCATED, WAS DEEDED 
BY MaJor WALDRUP AND HIS WIFE, REBECCA WALDRUP ON Auc. 21, 1854, FoR THE CONSIDERATION 
OF TEN DOLLARS. /MaJor WALDRUP WAS THE GRANDFATHER OF REV. T. L. WALDRUP (BAPTIST) 
oF LoUIN AND oF A. H. WALDRUP OF Camp ALLEN. THIS DEED NAMED Spias D1xon, DANIEL 
W. McMiutton, JOHN McMiLLIon, J. DANTEL McMILLION, AND Rev. R. J. JONES AS TRUSTEES 
OF THE PROPERTY, AND WAS FILED FOR RECORD ON OcT. 4, Iebd4, James A. CHAPMAN BEING 
CLERK AND EDWARD TERRAL BEING THE ATTESTOR. IHIS DEED IS STILL IN EXISTENCE, BEING 


CARED FOR BY J. E. PITTMAN, A DESCENDANT OF THE MCM“ILLIONS, LATER CHANGED TO McMILLANS. 


HOWEVER, THE CHURCH ANTEDATES THE DEED PERHAPS BY SEVERAL YEARS AND PROBABLY 
THERE WERE FEW ORGANIZATIONS IN THE COUNTY EARLIER, NAMELEY, GARLANDSVILLE, PAULDING, 
PLEASANT HILL, AND OLD PHILABELPHIA (OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH), AND HOPEWELL 
AND OAK BOWERY (OF THE METHODIST PROTESTANT AND CONGREGATIONAL METHODIST CHURCHES) . 

IT 1S THE UNDERSTANDING OF THE WRITER THAT THE CHURCH WAS NAMED FOR WILLIS 
HOLDER WHO LIVED JUST WEST OF THE CHURCH PROPERTY, IT SEEMS THAT THE GRAVE OF WILLIS 
HOLDER IS THE OLDEST “DATED” GRAVE IN HOLDERS’ CEMETERY, HE HAVING DIED ON APRIL 4U, 
1846 (HAVING BEEN BORN JAN. 1, 1789), (OTHER EARLY GRAVES IN THIS CEMETERY, ACCORDING 
TO THE DATES LISTED ON THE TOMBSTONES, ARE OF THE FAMILIES OF McMILLANS, PRICE, 

PAGE, AND THIGBEN, ALL PRIOR TO THE CIVIL WAR.) 

IF THE WRITER WERE CALLED UPON TO NAME A DEFINITE YEAR IN WHICH THE EVIDENCE 
POINTS THAT THE CHURCH WAS ORGANIZED, HE WOULD NAME 1842, ALTHOUGH THIS IS BY NO 
MEANS CERTAIN THE UNDERSTANDING OF OLD RESIDENTS BEING LARGELY RESPONSIBLE FOR THIS 
DATE. 

THE FIRST BUILDING WAS THE LOG HOUSE, LOCATED ONLY A FEW YARDS FROM THE SITE 
OF THE PRESENT BUILDING, WHICH LOG HOUSE WAS MENTIONED IN THE DEED AND IS REMEMBERED BY 
THE VERY OLDEST OF THE PEOPLE OF THE COMMUNITY TODAY. THE SECOND BUILDING WAS A 
FRAME ONE, UNCEILED, BUILT PROBABLY JUST AFTER THE CIVIL WAR. THE THIRD BUILDING WAS 
VERY SHORT-LVED; IN FACT, IT WAS NEVER ENTIRELY COMPLETED ALTHOUGH IT HAD BEEN USED 
FOR A BRIEF TIME BEFORE THE DEVASTATING TORNADO OF APRIL, 1893, WHICH DID SO MUCH 
DAMAGE IN JASPER COUNTY AND DESTROYED THIS BUILDING. AFTER THE STORM THE FOURTH 
BUILDING WAS ERECTED. ALTHOUGH IT HAS BEEN DAMAGED. BY SUBSEQUENT WINDS AND REPAIRED 
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FROM TIME TO TIME, THIS BUILDING IS THE PRESENT ONE. RECENTLY (IN 1935) THE 
BUILDING HAS BEEN REDOORED, A PULPIT AND CHOIR PLATFORM HAS BEEN ERECTED, AND AN 
ADDITIONAL WINDOW CUT INTO THE REAR WALL. MORE RECENTLY A NEW CHURCH HAS BEEN BUILT. 


AT THE PRESENT TIME HOLDERS CHURCH IS ON THE BAY SPRINGS PASTORAL CHARGE, BUT 
DURING THE MANY YEARS OF ITS HISTORY IT HAS BEEN SERVED BY PASTORS FROM PAULDING, 
SANDERSVILLE, MONTROSE, AND LOUIN ALSO. FOR THIS REASON IT MAY PROVE IMPOSSIBLE TO 
WORK OUT AN ABSOLUTELY ACCURATE LIST OF THE NAMES OF THE PASTORS WHO HAVE SERVED 
HOLDERS CHURCH. PERHAPS THE FOLLOWING LIST OF PASTORS IS AS NEARLY ACCURATE AS 
IT IS POSSIBLE TO WORK UP AT THIS LATE DATE, WITH ONLY A FEW NAMES IN THIS LIST 
DOUBTFUL:

Ramsay apparently bought land from someone who has 
already patented the land. I do not know who since all 4 
of “rhe early deed records burned in Jackson County. 
Actually Ramsay's land was in what is now Stone County 
and apparently Holder's was in what is now George County. 
All of it would have been in Jackson County when holder 
and Ramsay lived on it. Harrison County was not made until 
1841. Perhaps this is the reason that Holder left 
Jackson County and moved to Jasper where he could have 
clear title to his land. 


Enclosed is a map of a portion of Stone County 
‘and George county today. Note the place in Stone County 
called Ramsay Springs. This is where William Ramsay 
settled. I believe that Holder lived east of Ramsay in 
what is now George County. 


Hope this is of some help. I will continue to watch 


for more on this as I work with the Tract Book, Thanks for 
all your help.

Thanks for your letter. It is surely gratifying to hear that 
you are feeling much better. 


I have not been able to locate a copy of "The Autobiography 
of A. C. Ramsey," maybe Texas University Library has a copy that may 
be obtained by intra-library loan. 


You will see from the Willis Holder family sheet that there are 
three girls whose names are not known in Jaspég Co. These probably 
married in Jackson. 


I don't know when Willis Holder arrived in JaSPER County. 
The Paulding Methodist Church was started ca-1832, I think, with 
Willis Holder making a contribution of land, etc. This date may be 
wrong. At Paulding, a brick building was built. ‘This building, 
located across the street from the Paulding Court house was torn down 
ca-1946, and I retrieved several bricks from this old Church. 


You will see that John W. Holder was a Mason, as was his 
father-in-law, Abner Carter. 


Note, that A. C. ramsay was also a Methodist. Maybe the history 
of the Methodist Church in Jackson Co. could shed some light on the 
three Willis Holder's daughters. 


On the ancestral chart, you will find Thomas Bennett who his 
brothers, Robert and Edward, led the puritan migration into America 
in 1618. Also enclosed, are 33 pages of general notes, taken from 
Jasper Co. 


I could probably be hanged in Mississippi for suggesting that 
Matthew Carter's sons were loyalist, but there is a large story here. 
About 12,000 loyalist went to San Augustine area of Florida as it was 
still a British possesion. Here John McLeod received a 100 ac land 
grant before moving to Mississippi. 


It appears that the Scots had an infinitive for the name "Augusta". 
The Scotish strong-hold in Virginia centered on Augusta and Rockbridge 
Co's. Then Augusta, GA. and August4 Perry Co. MS. Was there a 
Presbyterian Church in the Augusta area that left a history ?

I am sending you 
a family group sheet on my HOLDER family from Jasper Co. I am sure 
that James Holder and Rebecca Dixon would have married in Jasper Co 
as both their parents were living there. Spias Dixon was in Jasper 
from 1838. I get 1838 from the tax roll. They probably married 
around 1843. 


His son G.W.B. may have married in Jasper as he and his wife lived 
there according to several censuses and he is buried in Jasper 
according to "MS Confederate Grave Registrations A-L" by Betty 
Wiltshire. In the 1870 census of Jasper Co., he is married and has 
a 3 yr. old boy, so they probably married about 1866

I am enclosing a revised family sheet for 
the Willis Holder family. This sheet may be revised later. 


I cannot find the middle name of John W. Holder. His son Andrew 
Holder had a son named John Wesley Holder. 


Willis Holder's family were strong Baptist. The "Langston Baptist 
Church" in Laurens Co. SC was originally named the "upper Duncans 
Creek Baptist Church." Solomon Langston gave the land and building 
for this Church, which was located on his property. This building 
is standing and in very good condition. The congregation is very 
active today. By the Church, is located the Church Cemetery about 
125 yards behind the Langston Cem. Willis Holder was living next 
door to Solomon's farm in the 1810 census. I have been there several 
times. 

Solomon Langston's daughter Laodicea (Dicey) Langston Springfield 
is considered to be the most celebrated Rev. war Heroine from SC. 


In 1790 Richard Furman led in setting up an education fund for the 
education of young ministers. This led to the Forming of Furman 
University and Seminary (Baptist). Furman is located on Solomon 
Langston's Father's land located on the NW side of Greenville, SC. 
John Langston was a Rev. War Patriot. 

I will send you more information on the Langston and Bennett families 
in the near future.
